Two great terms are used in 
the New Testament that should 
not be confused. One term is/| 
“saved.” That refers to born-again 
people, people who have depended 
upon Jesus Christ for forgiveness 
and so are saved (Mark 16:16; 
Rom. 10:13; Acts 16:31, 32; Rom. 
10:9, 10). But the other term, the 
one we discuss hera is the term 
“disciple.” The two words do not 
mean the same thing. Everyone 
who depended upon Christ and 
trusted Him for salvation is saved, 
as many plain Scriptures declare. 
But the twelve apostles who left 
all to follow Jesus and went on 
themselves to indescribable suf- 
fering and then a martyr’s death, 
are called disciples. 

It is easy to be saved if one hon- 
estly turns from his sins and de- 
pends on Jesus Christ. That is an 
instantaneous matter.

temptations. They are the Bi 


ounteract and fight off these 
ble, Christian companionship, 


and chapel attendance, which answers in military life to 
what divine worship is at home. The most powerful of all 
three, of course, is the Bible, which Paul calls by the military 
expression, “the sword of the Spirit.” 


It is amazing how military a 
book the Bible is. Judge A. C. 
Burr, of the Supreme Court of 
South Dakota, has written a book- 
let on the legal references in thé 
Bible, and points out how mean- 
ingful many parts of the Bible 
are for lawyers. It would be in- 
teresting if some Christian mili- 
tary expert would do the same 
thing for his field. Many parts of 
the Bible are more understandable 
to a serviceman than they are to 
a minister. 

For one thing, much of the Bible 
is about battles and armies. One 
of our popular magazines reported 
that the British won an important 
military engagement recently 
when a “non-com,” studying his 
Scriptures, discovered in the book 
of Joshua a maneuver that Israel 
successfully employed in the con- 
quest of Canaan. He reported it to 
his superiors, the strategy was 
adopted, and the battle was won. 

Abraham was an able general. 
Genesis tells us he led a little 
army to victory over five kings 
and their united forces. Moses has 
been declared to be the greatest 
commander-in-chief in human his- 
tory. What military~ man would 
relish the job of. leading millions 
of men (to say nothing of women 
and children) on a forty-year ma- 
neuver in a wild wilderness: no 
buildings, no modern transporta- 
tion, no system of communication 
as we know it; fierce guerrillas 
all around. Joshua was a general. 
Virtually all the judges were sol- 
diers. The story of the kings of 
Israel and Judah is one succession 
of battles, many fought with his- 
tory-making empires like Assyria 


and Babylon. Great men like Cyrus 
and Xerxes are mentioned in 
Scripture. David, the writer of 


many of the Psalms in the service- 
man’s “Testament,” was such a 
man of war that God declared him | 
unfit for the role of rearing the’ 
temple which Solomon afterward 
erected. The Psalms are filled with

such expressions as “battle, war 
fight, enemy, sword, arrow, safe- 
ty.”* God is repeatedly referred 
to as “the Lord of hosts.” 

Turning to the New Testament, 
Jesus was born in an “occupied” 
country. The reason He was born 
in Bethlehem was because of an 
edict of Caesar, who was to Pales- 
tine what MacArthur was to Ja- 
pan. Foreign soldiers waiked the 
streets and roads of Palestine just 
as the Nazis patrolled Holland and 
Denmark during the last war. The 
temple in which Jesus taught and 
did miracles had a “pill-box” on 
one corner from which the Roman 
soldiers could watch for national- 
ist demonstrations. (Read Acts 21: 
30-36 for an interesting account of 
this. ) 

Pontius Pilate was to Palestine 
What Quisling was to Norway. 
Herod was similar to Seys-Inquart 
of Holland. The Herodians, who 
tried to catch Jesus with trick 
questions about taxation (Mark 
12:13-17) were what we call col- 
laborationists today. 

Jesus’ trial and execution are 
not hard for the modern man to 
imagine. The attempt of Caiaphas 
to extort a “confession” from Him, 
makes us think of the tactics of 
the communists. During the war 
I heard an escaped German tell 
about a “trial” he underwent at 
the hands of the Gestapo, and it 
made me think of Christ before 


*Cf. Psalms 20, 27, 33, 46, 91, and 
many others. 


Pilate: Jesus was flogged until his 
bare back ran red: He was blind. 
folded, slapped, spit upon. The 
whole trial was “rigged’’: the ver- 


dict was virtually pre-arranged, 
He was marched otf to execution 
like hostages in Holland faced 


firing-squads. Christ was killed by 


soldiers! 


Passing on to the history of Paul 
and the apostles in the book of 
Acts, we find more mention of 
prisons, army officers, guards. We 
are told of the conversion of men 
Cornelius, high in military 
echelons. which is astounding when 
you realize that believing on the 
Lord Jesus Christ was as unusual 
for them as it would be for one of 
our boys to become a Buddhist, or 
to be converted to Shinto, the re- 
ligion of the people we fought and 
defeated. Imagine the derision it 
brought from fellow-officers to 
such men as the centurion whose 
aide Jesus healed. (Read the stir- 
ring story in Matthew 8.)

Paul, who wrote a large share 
of the New Testament, was very 
familiar with military matters. In 
Ephesians 6* he specifies seven 
pieces of equipment. He tells Tim- 
othy to suffer hardship as a good 
soldier of Christ Jesus. He spent 
his last days under strict guard, 
and described his life as a good 
fight he had fought. 

Hard as Revelation, the last 
book of the Bible, is to explain, 
the military figures are perfectly 
plain. The struggle between God 
and Satan, Christians and unhbe- 
lievers, is constantly compared to 
a warfare. The battle of Armaged- 
don, which MacArthur likes to re- 
fer to, is an expression taken from 
this book. 

It is no wonder that Christian- 
ity and the church have been oiten 
likened to an army; in fact, the 
technical theological term for the 
church on earth is “militant”! 
How poor our hymnals would be 
without such songs as “Stand up, 
stand up for Jesus, ye soldiers of 
the cross,” and Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van’s “Onward, Christian soldiers, 
marching as to war.” 

Enough has been said to indi- 
cate that the Bible is a book with 
a positively military character. It 
is as timely as tomorrow’s news-

Consider the moral standards 
of infidels.

And neither 
would anybody else. 1 
But that is the reason that 
modernists always try to steal 


the churches and the schools and 
other Christian institutions which 
are built by the love and sacrifice 
and tears and labors of Bible be- 
lievers. Modernists are like cuc- 
koo birds which lay their eggs in 
the nests of other birds to have 
them hatched. Modernists them- 
selves do not know the meaning 
of sacrifice. They themselves can- 


not hold up the standards of 
discipleship. 
Be sure to get this thought; 


Jesus Christ, God in human flesh 
who gave Himself to suffer the 
torments of the damned, to keep 
people out of Hell, is Himself the 
mightiest of all teachees. To fol- 
low Him, to learn of Him, to pat- 


tern atiter Him, means to meet 
a standard that no other leader 
in history ever had a right to 
make. It is hard to be a good 
Christian. It really costs to be a 
disciple of Jesus Christ. “Who- 
soever he be of you that torsa- 
keth not all that he hath, he can- 
not be my disciple,’* Jesus said. 


2. Jesus Demands Absolute 
Surrender and Unqualified 
Obhedicnce 


In the Great Commission the 
Lord Jes said: “All power lor 
iuthority}] is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye there- 
fore. Vote that Jesus claims, 
without any embarrassment or 
hesitation. to have all the author- 
ity in this world! He claims _.the 
right to instant obedience of every 
soul who might ever live on this 
planet! He makes such claims as 
no one else ever has made or ever 
can make. And He has verified 
every claim! 


Jesus does not simply ask that 


one give one day a week of his 
time. He demands all the days of 
all the weeks. Jesus does not re- 


quire simply one-tenth of one’s in- 
come, one dime out of every dol- 
lar. He requires all of the income. 
I do not mean that all the days 
ought to be spent in singing songs 
and hearing preaching. I do not 
mean that all the money ought to 
-o into a church offering envelope. 
But I mean, honestly, without any 
exaggeration, that Jesus Christ 
demands absolute surrender of 
into the 
life of one who would be a dis- 
ciple. 

The dear Lord Jesus does not 
ask that He would be next to a 
wife in the aftection of the hus- 
band. He does not ask to be next 
to the father in the child’s alleg- 
iance. He does not ask to be next 
to king or country in the patriot’s 
heart. No, He asks to be dearer

3. That Means That the Dear 

Lord Jesus Demands First 

, Place, Absolutely First 

Place in the Life of 
Every Christian 

If you would be a good Chris- 
tian, then Christ must come be- 
fore everything else and every- 
body else. He must not only come 
before bad things, but come be- 
fore good things. Jesus demands 
absolutely first place. 


In the Old Testament offerings 
again and again people were re- 
quired to bring “the firstlings of 
the flock.” In Exodus 13:12,13,15, 
we are plainly told that the first- 
born of man and beast belong to 
God. The men were redeemed. Un- 
clean beasts, not suitable for sac- 
rifices, were redeemed or killed. 
But here is the divine law that the 
first-born of every beast and the 


first-born of man belongs to God. 


God requires first place! And even 
so it was with the crops of the 
field. The command was, “The 
first of the first-fruits of thy 
into thw 
house of the Lord thy God.”’ When 
Jesus Christ requires one to for- 
sake all that He has in order to 
be His disciple, He is simply fol- 
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lowing the plain teaching of the 
Word of God, that God requires 
the very first and best. 

A Jew was not allowed to bring 
anything maimed, or crippled, or 
wounded. Only the best will do 
for Jesus Christ. 


In I Kings 17 we find that God 
commanded Elijah to go to the 
brook Cherith where he was fed 
by ravens. Then he was command- 
ed to go to Zarephath and dwell 
there, and God said, “Behold, lI 
have commanded a widow woman 
there to sustain thee.” There he 
found near the city the widow ga- 
thering sticks. He asked her for a 
drink of water, and as she started 
to bring it, “he called to her, and 
said, Bring me, I pray thee, a 
morsel of bread in thine hand.” 

She replied that she had not a 
cake, but only a handful of meal 
in a barrel, and a little oil in a 
cruse, and she said, “Behold, I 
am gathering two sticks, that I 
may go in and dress it for me and 
my son, that we may eat it, and 
die.” 

Then Elijah made a strange re- 
quest. It might appear selfish to 
the unbelieving. Actually it was 
a call to her to act in faith, giving 
God the first and trusting Him 
for supply. “And Elijah said unto 
her, Fear not; go and do as thou 
hast said: but make me thereof a 
little cake first, and bring it unto 
me, and after make for thee and 
for thy son.” God’s requirement 
was that the woman should first 
provide for the prophet of God, 
and then if any were left, for her- 
self and her son. 

To be sure God prospered the 
woman in her faith. That barrel 
of meal did not fail nor the cruse

4. Obedience to Jesus, Christ 
Takes Precedent Over All 
Earthly Ties 


This means that Jesus comes 
before mother. Jesus comes” be- 
fore wife. Jesus comes before any 
other relative, any other loved 
one. Duty to Jesus Christ comes 
before any other duty. Loyalty to 
Christ comes before loyalty to 
government, loyalty to family, 
loyalty to any other authority. 
The command of Jesus is that the 
Christian who would be a disciple 
must literally “forsake all that he 
hath.” 


What a strange Scripture is the 
passage in Luke 14:25-33! Here 
Jesus said, 


“If any man come to me, and 
hate not his father, and mother, 
and wife, and children, and breth- 
ren, and sisters, yea, and his own 
life also, he cannot be my disciple” 
(vs. 26). 


Must one, to be a good Chris- 
tian, have malice in his heart a- 
gainst his dear mother who bore 
him, who fed him, clothed him, 
washed him, taught him and loved 
him? Someone has said that God 
could not be everywhere, so He 
made mothers. Well, that is not 
exactly true, because God can be 
everywhere, yet God does express 
His love to us by mother-love. But 
does being a good Christian turn 
that love into hate? Must one 
turn against his father, that prince 
and example, that demi-God. of 
the home? Well, it is a startling 
saying of Jesfs, that one cannot 
be His disciple without hating 
father, mother, wife, children, 
brothers and sisters. But there it 
is in the Bible. 


Christ does not mean that a 
man is to have malice against his 
dear ones. The love of a Chris- 
tian’s heart’ for his own family— 
for wife, for children, for mother, 


brothers and sisters does not curdle 


} 


into animosity by the sweet in- 
fluence of Christian grace in the 
heart! But there is a sense in 
which love for others is so super- 
ceded by the love of Christ that 
it becomes as nothing. 


Love is a relative matter. I 
have seen a girl give her heart 
over to a young man so that she 
left father and mother and home 
to live in poverty with the young 
man she loved. Sometimes she did 
it so as to break the mother’s 
heart and the father’s. To such 
mothers and fathers it has often 
seemed that the child, brought up 
in their home, had learned to hate 
them and despise them, so cruelly 
did the child turn against the 
father and the mother. Actually 
what really happened was that 
the love for father and mother 
was still there, but it had been 
supplanted by a love so much 
stronger that it seemed as but 
hate. 


So one can come to love Jesus 
Christ so that the wife will say 
to her husband, “Since you have 
gotten so crazy about your re- 
ligion, you do not love me as you 
once did.” A father or mother 
may say to their own son or 
daughter, “What ever happened to 
you! Once you loved us and made 


us happy, but now you seem to 
despise us. You have gone crazy 
over Jesus and the Bible and you 
do not care for us any more!” 
What has happened is that the 
love of Jesus Christ in a good 
Chygistian’s heart is so far above 
and beyond all other love that it 
simply seems to make other af- 
fections as nothing. The love for 
others seems to be not much bet- 
ter than hate, compared to the 
llove a good Christian “has for 
Jesus Christ! 

Mrs. Jonathan Goforth, wife of 
the famed Presbyterian mission- 
ary to China, tells how when she 
became engaged to the poor, ill- 
dressed Canadian student, the two 
lovers had the agreement that 
Jesus Christ should be absolutely 
| first. She agreed gladly, though 
| raised in a well-to-do and cultur- 
ed family, she really loved Christ. 
But she found the covenant strik- 
ing close to her heart when the 
young lover asked her to forgo an 
engagement ring, that the money 
| might be spent for tracts in Chi- 
nese, to save souls in the heathen 
nation which God had laid upon 
his heart! And again and again 
Mrs. Goforth testified that Jesus 
Christ was first with Jonathan 
Goforth. Christ was first though 
it meant poverty, and persecution, 
and terrible privation in China. 
Christ was first when disease in 
that pestilence-ridden country 
took his own children. Many a 
wife might have grieved that the 
husband had lost his love for her, 
but Mrs. Goforth knew that no 
one can be a disciple of Jesus 
Christ if he does not hate his 
father, his mother, brothers, sis- 
ters, his wife and children, “yea, 
and his own life also.” 

Let no reader feel that he can 
be a good disciple of Jesus Christ 
unless Jesus Christ takes pre- 
cedent over every other love, every 
Other loyalty, every other tie, 
every other pleasure in this world! 
For “whosoever he be of you that 
forsaketh not all that he hath, 
he cannot be my disciple,” Jesus 
said.

>. To Follow Jesus Means to 
Be Sold Out to Soul 
Winning 


We are prone to forget the ob- 
vious. And the obvious truth, 
from the Scriptures, is that to fol- 
low Jesus means to become a soul 
winner. He said to Peter and An- 
drew, “Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men” (Matt. 4:19). 
It was a very simple proposition 
Jesus made them; they were to 
leave off fishing for fish in the 
Sea of Galilee and follow Him, 
to win people to Christ and for- 
giveness and salvation and Heav- 
en. When James and John left 
their father and the nets to fol- 


low Jesus, it was to become soul 
winners. When Matthew left the 
receipt of custom to follow Jesus, 
it meant three and one-half years’ 
training under Jesus, then a life- 
time of soul winning, then martyr- 
dom, as the end of a life wholly 
abandoned to keeping people out 
of Hell! So it was with all the 
apostles. 

In Luke 14:16-24 Jesus tells 
the parable of the great supper in 
which one servant is mentioned, 
and he was an indefatigable per- 
suader of men to come to the 
heavenly supper. And following 
that, to the multitudes who fol- 
lowed Him, Jesus said, “If any 
man come to me, and hate not 
his father, and mother, and wife, 
and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, yea, and his own life also, 
he cannot be my disciple. And 
whosoever doth not bear his cross, 
and come after me, cannot be my 
disciple.” Then, in the same dis- 
cussion He gave that searching 
text, “So likewise, whosoever he 
be of you that forsaketh not all 
that he hath, he cannot be my 
disciple.” Jesus, when He talked 
about a disciple, meant a soul 
winner! No one really follows 
Jesus, learns of Jesus, becomes 
like Jesus, and does the work of 
Jesus, who is not a soul winner.

the walls of the Jerusalem of to- 
day. 

*The famous British soldier, Gen- 
eral Chinese Gordon, was a de- 
vout Christian. While stationed 
in Jerusalem he spent many hours 
studying the Bible. One day as 
he walked on the North wall of 
the city he was greatly impressed 
by the small rocky side of a small 
hill just a few hundred yards 
away. It does not take any 
imagination to see the marked re- 
semblance to a skull in the naked 
rock that forms the side of the 
hill. There are two smal] caves 
for the eye-sockets separated by 
a vertical ledge that looks like 
the nose, and a crooked horizontal 
slit for the mouth—the whole 
looks like an old decayed human 
skull. As Gordon gazed at the 
formation, he remembered that 
our Lord was crucified at the 
Place of a Skull. Moreover, this 
is due North of the temple area 
and perhaps he remembered that 
Old Testament sacrifices for sin 
were made North of the Altar. 
Obviously, he thought, this was 
Calvary where Jesus died. 

The tomb, then, should be near 
the foot of the hill for “the 
sepulchre was nigh at hand.” Gen- 
eral Gordon began excavating and 
uncovered an ancient garden with 
a tomb that seems to fit perfectly 
the Scriptures describing the tomb 
of Joseph. General Gordon and 
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Implanting the gospel on 12 
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hundreds of devout men since 
his day—many of them archeo- 
logists and scientists—-believe that 
here the greatest event in all the 
history of all the world took place; 
the death, burial and resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


2. THE PICTURE OF THE GARDEN TOMB 
(Right) 

“Now in the place where he 
was crucified there was a gar- 
den; and in the garden a new 
sepulchre wherein was never 
man yet laid. There laid they 
Jesus therefore because of the 
Jews’ preparation day; for the 
sepulchre was nigh at hand.”— 
John 19:41,42 
It was late in the afternoon 

when the body of Jesus was taken 
down from the cross. Joseph ‘of 
Arimathea had asked permission 
Of Pilaté to bury the body of his 
Lord, and now he came, with his 
friend Nicodemus, to claim it. 
They had not much time for at 
sundown a new day would be- 
gin, a Sabbath day, and Jesus must 


be buried before then. 
In haste the friends, foilowed 
by a group of faithful women, 


carried the beloved body down 
the West slope of the little moun- 
tain called the place of a skull. 
At the very foot of the little 
mount, within a stones throw of 
the top, is the garden of Joseph 
and there they quickly prepared 


the body for burial. Perhaps they 
washed it with water from an 
ancient cistern as it lay beneath 
a shade tree near the wine press. 
“Then took they the body 
of Jesus, and wound it in linen 
clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jews is to bury.” 
John 19:40. 
Nicodemus had brought the mix- 
ture of myrrh and aloes—‘“about 
a hundred pound weight.” Likely 
he had been collecting and pre- 
paring the spices and grave 


clothes while Joseph was asking 
| Pilate for the body of Christ.

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3. CLOSE-UP OF TROUGH IN FRONT OF THE

“And laid it in his own new 
tomb,which he had hewn out of 
the rock: and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the se- 
pulchre, and departed.’—Matt. 
27 :60. 

The entire tomb is carved out 
of solid rock. Before the entrance 
of the tomb is a trough carved 
from the same rock. Evidently the 
rock which sealed the entrance 
rolled back and forth in this 
trough for the Opening and clos- 
ing of the door. This stone must 
have been similar in shape to a 
large wheel for a spherical «stone 
five feet in diameter would have 
been so heavy and awkward to 
move that it would have taken 
a whole crew of men to move it. 
Certainly not the thing for a door 
to a family vault. A wheel-shaped 
stone, on the other hand, could 
easily be rolled into place by one 
or two persons. And this made it 
possible for the soldiers of Pilate 
to easily seal the entrance: “So 
they went, and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and setting 
a watch” (Matt. 27:66). 

Probably the two Marys were 
sitting in this very trough lean- 
ing back against the wall of the 
cliff while Joseph and Nicodemus 


were preparing the body for burial, 
for the Scripture says, “And there 
was Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, sitting over against 


the sepulchre” (Matt. 27:61). 
It is thought that the trough 


is deeper now than it was original- 
ly. Perhaps soldiers in the time of 
the crusades enlarged it to make 
a feeding trough for their horses. 
We do not know. A stone carved 
from the floor of the trough to 
act as a “stop” for the rolling 
door may still be seen just to the 
right of the entrance. 


4. VIEW FROM INSIDE TOMB LOOKING 
THROUGH IRON GATE 
(Top of page 8) 

The tomb is a large one, testi- 
fying to the wealth of its owner. 
It contains two small rooms, 
separated by a low wall almost 
two feet high and perhaps a foot 
wide. From the ceiling there is 
a partition-like wall that hangs 
down about a foot. The entire 
tomb—remember—is carved from 
solid rock. The floor of the inner 
room is about a foot lower than 


the floor of the entrance room., 


This photograph is taken from 
the inner room. Looking through 
the iron bars (People of various 
religious sects are prone to chip 
i\off bits of stone to kiss, keep 
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souvenirs, ete. Hence 
the bars.) the entrance room 
seen. The door to the tomb is 
just out of sight on the left wall. 
In the far right-hand corner there 
is an unfinished grave or loculus 
which would have been quickly 
completed for his own burial had 
Joseph died before the inner room 
was completed. 

There are three graves in the 
inner room—one along the back 
and one along each side wall of 
the little room which is about 
eleven feet wide. The grave in 
which Christ was buried is in the 
floor along the right wall.

5. PICTURE OF GRAVE OF CHRIST 


The Scriptures tell us that 
Joseph took the body of Jesus 
and “laid it in a sepulchre that 
was hewn in stone, wherein never 
man before was laid” (Luke 23: 
33). 

The sepulchre seems never to 
have been finished. There is only 
one completed grave in the tomb, 
although some work had been done 
on the other two graves in the in- 
ner room. (Probably planned for 
Mrs. Joseph and a son or daugh- 
ter.) It appears that this grave 
was altered hastily to accommo- 
date the body of a far taller man

Paul the apostle would pass for 
a good Bible teacher in any Bible 
conference, college or seminary. 
Yet Paul had the consuming pas- 
sion to see people saved. He said, 

“IT say the truth in Christ, I lie 
not, my conscience also bearing 
me witness in the Holy Ghost, 
That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. For 
I could wish that myself were ac- 
cursed from Christ for my breth- 
ren, my kinsmen according to the 
flesh.’-—Rom. 9:1-3. 

Paul, the man who received the 
greatest revelation of divine truth 
ever offered to a sinning mortal, 
was pre-eminently the soul win- 
ner. This was the driving burden 
that sent him through shipwreck, 
jails, the gladiatorial combats at 
Ephesus; through stonings and 
scourgings; through unspeakable 
toil; through fastings and watch- 
ings; and finally to the block 
where he was beheaded. Paul, the 
Bible teacher, was primarily a 
soul winner. And no Bible teacher 
is worthy of the name who does 
not feel the same way. 

Some may feel called to deal 
with youth. But the Saviour, re- 
member, was younger than the 
average Youth for Christ leader 
when He was crucified. And the 
apostles were young men when 
Jesus called them. But they were 
to be soul winners. 

Some would be children’s work- 
Well, remember that little 
children thronged around the Lord 
Jesus. He took them in His arms 
and blessed them, and won them,

are important; this is essential. 

And yet, notwithstanding the 
fact that we have no hope except 
in the resurrection, there were 
some in Paul’s day who denied it, 
and so attempted to sap the very 
foundations of the Christian’s 
hope. And these were men who 
professed to be Christians! And 
even today we have the same 
strange inconsistency—-men who 
pretend to believe the New Testa- 
ment, and yet who deny the resur- 
rection. The Sadducee is still in 
our midst. 
the section of I Corinthians 
which we have chosen for ex- 
position (chapter 15:12-19), Paul 
shows what the results would be if 
there be no resurrection of the 


dead.

No Resurrection, No Saviour 
“If there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen.” 


-—-I Cor. 15:13. This is most forc- 
ibly put. If men deny the possibil- 
ity of the resurrection, the in- 


stance of the resurrection of Christ 
has not occurred. That means that 
the gospel has come to an end. A 
dead Christ is, indeed, a disap- 
pointing Christ. Everything hinges 
upon the resurrection of the Lord. 
Vithout the resurrection of Christ, 
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away goes your doctrine of the 
incarnation, for surely, surely, God 
cannot be holden of death. With- 
out the resurrection of Christ, 
away goes the doctrine of the 
substitutionary and vicarious sac- 
rifice of Christ, and we are left 
under the penalty of sins. The 
Saviour’s resurrection is the proof 
of sins put away by His sacrifice. 
salvation means to believe in the 
death and resurrection of the Son 
of God. The gospel by which we 
are saved is declared in verses 
1 to 4 of this fifteenth chapter. 
That gospel declares that “Christ 
died.” The anointed One of God 
died, and not as other men, for 
His own sin, but for our sins. It 
was not the cross of wood that 
killed Christ; it was the cross of 
wills—your will, my_ will, up 
against the will of God. Christ 
died “for our sins.” 

And He died “according to the 
scriptures,” that is, the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures. It was no sudden 
act of God to remedy an unexpec- 
ted upset of His plans. That death 
had been foretold immediately up- 
on the entrance of sin into the 
world. The Serpent was to bruise 
the Deliverer’s heel. Every sacri- 
fice, from Abel down, represented 
the death of a Substitute as the 
hope of the sons of men. 


The fact of that death was em- 
phasized by the burial of Christ. 
He “was buried.” The Saviour 
might have risen from the dead 
without burial, but proof of His 
death was strengthened by that 
burial. He participated in the or- 
dinary lot of men in death. It was 
only after a considerable interval 
in the tomb that He was raised 
from the dead. Athanasius sug- 
gested some reasons for the inter- 
val of time: “Not on the same day, 
lest the real death should be de- 
nied; not on the second day, lest 
His incorruption should not be 
clearly manifested; not later than 
the third day, lest the identity of 
His body should be questioned; 
His disciples be kept too long in 
Suspense; the witnesses of His 
death be dispersed and the events 
forgotten.” The resurrection, also, 
was “according to the scriptures.” 


That resurrection was foretold in 
the Old Testament Scriptures 
Psalms 2 and 16. It was that res- 
urrection which vindicated the 


claims of the Lord, and demonstra- 
ted that He was the Son of God. 
That resurrection was the seal ot 
the Father’s approval and accep- 
tance. We repeat that the proo! 
of sins put away by His sacrifice 
is His resurrection. 


No Resurrection, Nothing 
to Preach 


“And if Christ be not risen, then 


is our preaching vain.’’—I Cor. 15: 
14. What we are preaching is 
just an idle story. There is no 


reality to it. How can our preach- 
ing be anything but utterly “vain,” 
if the central testimony is false? 
Preaching without the resurrec- 
tion is “vain,” literally, “empty.” 
There is nothing in it. Dr. Leon 
Tucker illustrates this from his 
own experience: 

“Mr. Moody sent me to preach 
in a tent on North Avenue and 
Milwaukee. He had several tent 
meetings under his direction at 
that time. One night he came into 
my tent. I was preaching on the 
text, ‘When they were come into 
a place called Golgotha ... they 
crucified Him.’ I. said, ‘Now 
friends, I laid Him on the cross 
tonight—ttomorrow night I will 


tell you what happened after- 
wards.’ 

“The next day I went to a 
workers’ conference, and Mr. 


Moody saw me. He said, ‘You are 
Tucker. You are in tent so and so. 
Don’t go back arty more; I don’t 
need your kind of preaching?’ 
““*‘What have I done? I preached 
Christ and Him crucified.’ 


“ ‘T know you did,’ he exclaimed, 
‘but you left Him on the cross last 
night and thought. you would tell 
them the next night what hap- 
pened afterwards. Don’t you know 
a dead Christ on a cross never 
saved anybody? How do you know 
they will come back again? Don’t 
ever preach on that text again 
without saying, ‘God raised Him 
from the dead.’ ” 


Is Vain 

“And your faith 
I Cor. 15:14. 

You certainly have a vain, emp- 
ty faith if you believe in a dead 
man. His death might demon- 
strate that He was a true man, 
but how can the truest man save 
you, from his tomb? The death 
that proved Him nothing more 
than a man would prove Him no 
Saviour. If He were man only, His 
accusers were right, and He was 
a blasphemer, worthy of death un- 
der the holy law of our holy God. 
If He died for His own sins, He 
certainly could not die for ours. 
Yes, Paul is right: if Christ be not 
risen, the gospel is a fable, and 
we are reposing our faith in a 
fallacy. Our faith is as empty as 
the preaching we heard. There is 
nothing in it.

False witness in connection with 
man is bad, but how much worse 
this misrepresentation against 
God upon the chiefest of all ques- 
tions—the salvation of men! The 
false witness was to be severely 
dealt with by Moses’ law, but con- 
sider the character of the apostles. 
Were they dishonest men? Were 
they tricksters, serving worldly 
interests for their own gain? Did 
they seek to please their audien- 
ces? Did they adapt their story to 
win the world’s favor? Did they 
preach the resurrection in order to 
obtain greatness and wealth? 

We know that this was not true. 
They gained by their testimony 
only contempt and hatred; scourg- 
ing and imprisonments—yes, even 
martyrdom for each one. We af- 
firm that they declared the resur- 
rection of Christ because they sin- 
cerely and whole-heartedly _ be- 
lieved it. They had seen the risen 
Christ. They were not weak-head- 
ed enthusiasts, preaching an imag- 
inary resurrection. They were not 
brain-sick men. 

We affirm that the witnesses to 
the resurrection of Christ were 
honest men and intelligent men. 
Was Peter a knave? Was Paul a 
rascal? Was John a deceiver? We 
have their writings, and to read 
them is an instant refutation to 
the charge of dishonesty. We be- 
lieve that there is not a man in 
the world today with the master 
mind of Paul. His testimony to the 
resurrection is honest and unshak- 
able. 

If these apostles were false wit- 
nesses, whose testimony is reliable, 
and what is going to happen to 
our New Testament? Out go the 
Pauline epistles; out go the Gos- 
pels; out go the writings of John 
—Gospels, epistles and the Reve- 
lation; out goes the Book of the 
Acts; in fact, out go all of the 
books. For if Christ be not risen, 
they are all false and the New 
‘Festament is nothing but a lie-—a 
miraculous lie indeed, but only a 
lie.

When Paul raised money tor the 
poor saints at Jerusalem, it was 
only the means to an end, it was 
always secondary to the one main 
thing of getting people converted.
